WASHINGTON. June 2 MFV-Un- 
employment is on the increase in 
22 of the nation’s 80 principal labor 
market areas, the United States 
Employment Service reported today. 
The areas where large labor sur­ 
pluses are reported include: 
Serin ton and 
Johnstown. Pa.; 
Wheeling, Huntington and Charles­ 
ton, W. Va.; Charleston, S. C.; Sa­ 
vannah, Ga.; Mobile. Ala.

Most Disputed 
Votes Rejected 
In Md. Recount 


Baltimore County' s 
Ballot Check Begun 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (/P) — The 
Senate Rules Committee today ap­ 
proved rejection of 16 of 19 disputed 
categories of ballots in the contested 
1946 Maryland Senatorial election 
and a Democratic minority member 
said the action “disenfnanchised 
25,000 Maryland citizens.” 
Senator Myers of Pennsylvania, 
lone Democrat on the Subcommittee 
on Elections, said that “no evidence 
of fraud has been found, yet the 
committee has invalidated almost 
all” of the disputed 6.624 ballots in 
five counties recounted at the re­ 
quest of D. John Markey, defeated 
Republican candidate. 
Markey challenged the election of 
Senator O’Conor, a Democrat, who 
won by an official state margin of 
2.232 votes, less than one-half per­ 
cent of the 472,000 ballots cast. Mar­ 
key charged errors and irregulari­ 
ties. 
O’Co no r Lea d Whittled 
A recheck of voting machine fig­ 
ures in Baltimore City and Mont­ 
gomery County previously whittled 
O’Conor’s lead down by 436 votes. 
A recount of 17 other Maryland 
Counties began today in Baltimore, 
with Investigators considering first 
the 45,000 Senatorial ballots in Bal­ 
timore County. 
Senator Jenner (R-Ind) chairman 
of the subcommittee, said his com­ 
mittee in recommending rejection of 
almost all categories of disputed bal­ 
lots 
adhered 
to "a 
strict inter­ 
pretation of the Maryland law.” 
He declined to say how the ruling 
would affect the recount for either 
candidate. 
Myers 
said 
the 
subcommittee 
“went far beyond any other find­ 
ings in previous Maryland election 
contests and made no effort to de­ 
termine the intent of the voter. 
“The committee should have con­ 
sidered whether marks on the bal­ 
lots were deliberate or made in ad­ 
vertently. They even threw out bal­ 
lots with g line on them one-quarter 
inch long, on the claim they were 
identifying marks.” 
Myers said the committee action 
in throwing out “almost all” the 
contested ballots, o r approximately 
11 percent of the total vote in the 
five counties, would, if the same 
ratio held in the remaining 17 
counties, result in rejection of more 
than 18,000 additional ballots, or a 
total of 25,000 for the state. 
Myers said that although coun­ 
sel for Markey challenged more 
than 700 more ballots than O’Con­ 
or’s aides in the five counties “it 
wouid not be correct to say that 
Markey picked up 700 votes since 
many of the challenged ballots pre­ 
viously had been rejected by elec­ 
tion workers and had not been coun­ 
ted election night.” 
“ Predictio ns Impo ssible** 
“It’s impossible now to tell wheth­ 
er either candidate has gained,” 
he said. “It may balance out.” 
Myers said tne committee had 
validated 102 ballots, “about equal­ 
ly divided,” of the disputed 6,624 
where impressions of the voter’s “X” 
carried through because the ballot 
had been folded. He said other bal­ 
lots were validated “in only 23 or 24 
instances.” 
In 
general 
the 
subcommittee, 
with approval now of the Rules 
Committee, ruled out all ballots with 
an 
identifying 
mark other than 
the ”X”, including ballots marked in 
ink and those marked with a star, 
check mark, a “Y,” a dot or with an

In Tornado' s Wake 


PTNE BLUFF, Ark.. June 2 (&h - 
Rehabilitation 
efforts

rescue work late today in the plan­ 
tation and bayou country south of 
here where an outsized tornado kill­ 
ed at least 34, injured hundreds and 
made additional hundreds homeless. 
Search of the bayous and cypress 
brakes for additional victims came 
to a virtual halt as authorities re- 
; orted that an approximately 15 
person* believed missing had been 
found in bha 
ho s p i t a l or with 
friend*. 
Probing 
of 
waist-deep 
water* 
strewn with the storm’s wreckage 
continued until midafternoon. Wad­ 
ing searchers found the body of 
James F. West, plantation operator, 
near his demolished home in which 
his wife and two small children died 
during the storm which struck with 
little warning late yesterday. 
Pine Bluff’s four mortuaries re­ 
ported they had received the bodies 
of 15 negroes and 20 white persons. 
One of the latter was William Gall­ 
oway, 35, Pine Bluff utility com­ 
pany linesman, whose skull was 
pierced by wind-whipped copper 
power line last night during rescue 
operations. 
The tornado which carved a 20 
mile path through densly populated 
plantation country came less than 
24 hours after a similar storm had 
killed six, injured 25 and demolish­ 
ed three-fourths of the Oklahoma 
town of Leedey, a community of 
600 population.

WASHINGTON, June 2—Analysis 
of the bill on labor-managenirnt re­ 
lations agreed up on by thc joint 
conference committee of the Hou.se 
and Senate shows that not only Jid 
the Hou.se give up the heart ot it.s 
p rop osals but that the bill p a.ssed 
recently by thc Senate—generally 
eonsidcreo a mild measure — has 
been adulterated and weakened. 
Just 
why 
Pre.sident 
Tiuman 
should not hesitate to sign such a 
milk-and-water version of labor leg­ 
islation is unexp lainable unless he 
merely wants to p lacate the labor 
union chieftains who do not want to 
sec any legislation what.socver en­ 
acted. 
The sabotage of the Senate bill— 
which certainly cannot be blamed 
on the Hou.se conferees—will not, 
lose any votes for it in the Senate. 
A p residential veto, if it comes, will 
be easily over-ridden now in both 
Houses. 
Co rrects So me Abuses 
The fact remains, however, th at 
with the excep tion of a few abuses 
that now are corrected, thc new 
labor bill is just as ambiguous, if 
not more so. than the original Wag­ 
ner Act, and gives the p resent Na­ 
tional Labor Relations Board far 
more p ower over emp loyers than 
ever it had before and some innocu­ 
ous p owers over labor unions to 
which any reasonable labor leader 
ought not to object — for the.se 
clauses arc easily circumvented by 
legal devices p rovided in the new 
bill itself. 
Thus, for examp le, there has been 
much hullabaloo about outlawing 
the “clo.'ed shop ." A certain form 
of "clo.sed shop " has been p rohibited 
but another form of “closed shop ," 
know'n as the “union .shop ," has

An emp loyer, under the new bill, 
can 1)€ comp elled by a siicee.ssful 
strike 
to sign a contract which 
p rovides that he must 
fire any 
Worker who has not 
joined

union after 30 days of emp loyment. 
Thi.s 
30-dav 
p rovision 
has 
been 
hailed as re.storlng tlie emp loyers 
right to hire whom he p leases. But. 
in a .sep arate .section of the new 
bill, the unions are granted the 
right to make whatever term.s or 
rules of admLs.sion to meml>ership 
they p lea.sc. Tht« meaii.s that if 
unions .say a man mu.st serve as 
an ap p rentice for three years or 
mea.'ure up to any other te.sts p rc- 
.scrilx'd by the union before he Is 
IMU initted to join, he can la* barred. 
The only requirement is that all 
ap p licants must be treated alike, 
which Is easy to comp ly with. Thc 
emp loyer’s right to hire, therefore, 
i.s subject to ratlfleatlon after all 
under the “union shop " clau.se.

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Compromise Labor Bill 
Should Be Made Law 


There Lsn’t any doubt but what a good labor bill 
has emerged from the House-Senate Conference Com­ 
m ittee and is ready for approval of Congress. 
Of course this bill won’t please those union leaders 
who object to any legal restraint whatever. 
Neither 
will it satisfy some employers who would like to see 
unions made powerless. 
However, it does require 
public responsibility for what is done with the power 
of labor unions, and th at’s undoubtedly what the 
country wants. 
The task of the committee was a difficult one. 
It began work with two measures before it—one, 
passed by a 308 to 107 vote in the House, which no 
doubt went much too far in some respects; the other, 
passed by a 63 to 24 vote in the Senate, which was 
milder, fairer and more carefully considered. 
Out 
of thes^e two, it had to make one. 
No easy task. 
The committee wisely decided that it would try 
to fashion legislation in which President Truman could 
find no valid grounds for a veto and which would 
deserve to become law in spite of a veto. 
In that effort, it seems to this paper, the com­ 
m ittee has been admirably successful. 
The House 
members 
agreed to discard most of their more 
stringent provisions. 
The final version, with a few 
exceptions which seem to us minor and unobjection­ 
able. follows closely the lines of the original Senate 
bill 
This week there isn t much doubt but that the 
House and Senate will go through the formality of 
accepting the com m ittee’s compromise proposal, and 
th e bill will be sent to the President. 
Mr. Truman 
th en will have IO days to decide whether to sign it, 
to veto it, or let it become law without his signature. 
We honestly hope the decision of the President 
will be to sign the bill. 
Careful study of the measure 
will show, we believe, that it does not contain the 
dangers alleged by William Green, Phillip Murray 
and other union leaders; that* ti would not “destroy 
unions,'* or “enslave labor,” or “put workers at the 
mercy of grasping employers.” 
That It is, in fact, 
a moderate, thoughtful response to public demand 
tor correction of what have become intolerable abuses. 
However, if there is a veto. Congress will be 
thoroughly justified in over-riding it. 
That, of 
course, would require two-third majorities in both 
branches. 
The original House and Senate m easures 
mere passed by nearly three-fourths majorities. 
All 
Representatives and Senators who supported them 
consistently could vote to override a veto of the con­ 
ference com m ittee’s bill, and we believe they should, 
as the compromise measure seems fair to both em ­ 
ployers and unions.

Infantry Is Still The 
Backbone Of U. S. Army 


The infantry, rightly called *he “Queen of Armies,** 
proved beyond question In World War II that it is 
still the backbone of any fighting force. 
In the 
American Army, as in those of other natins, it form s 
the integral unit around which Is co-ordinated the 
organization 
and 
function 
of 
all 
other 
military 
branches and services. 
Despite the increased Importance of military avi- 
•*5on in the developing atomic age, there is ample 
Indication that the status of infantry will change 
but slightly. Bombs can destroy, but they cannot 
occupy and hold—that is the job of the foot soldier. 
It is easily understandable why the Army should 
be concerned over its present critical shortage in 
Infantrymen. This dilemma stems from the fact that 
thousands of troops trained for tactical operations in 
the field are now committed to constabulary service 
lr occupied areas overseas and are not available for 
refresher courses or advanced training in their pri­ 
mary duties. Another reason for the shortage is that 
young volunteers prefer branches of the Army that 
require less foot work. 
The task of glamorizing the Infantry to make It 
more attractive to recruits should not be too difficult 
for the War Department. In the recent conflict, the 
doughboy* gleaned more than their share of glory, 
elevating the combat infantrym an’s badge to one of 
the most coveted and respected decorations of the 
war 
In its peacetime evolution the infantry has be­ 
come highly specialized and technical and affords an 
opportunity for instruction in numerous skilled Jobs 
applicable to civilian life. 


Should Be Stopped 
A great abuse, which was doing the reputation of 
th e United States no good, may be ended by the order 
of the American occupation authorities In Germany 
forbidding the private importation of American ciga­ 
rets. 
A cigaret in the Reich today is not a smoke; it in 
m oney. 
One pack is worth $10, which 
is 
almost as 
m uch as the average German laborer gets In a month. 
Inflation may reduce the buying power of currency, 
but cigarets continue to buy as much as they ever did. 
Some A m ericans in G erm any have been taking 
advantage of this situation to exploit the G erm ans. 
W .th exchange rates so much in their favor, their 
m odest 
salaries—bv 
Am erican 
standards—already 
were enabling them to live in unbelievable luxury in 
the -battered, poverty-stricken Reich. But by sending 
for IO cartons of m ail-order cigarets, they could par- 
lay the SIO cost into the equivalent of $1,000. and load 
them selves down w ith expensive china, fur coats, a u ­ 
tomobiles and other luxuries. 
Such practices smack unpleasantly of the legalized 
robbery 
engaged in by Nazi 
occupation 
forces in 
F rance with th eir occupation m arks. 
Those who en ­ 
gr cee in them may not have realized they were doing 
anything wrong. 
But it does h urt the good nam e of 
America w hen an autom obile can be taken away from 
the G erm an- in exchange for a few packs of cigarets. 
The practice had to be stopped, and it is to be hoped 
th a t the new order will be effective 
American.* who smoke will not be bothered by the 
order 
T hf*y can still buy all the smokes they w ant 
at the po*t exchanges. 
But the few* who have been 
gathering s n iil fortunes at the expense of the G erm an 
people rn hi find their racket considerably curtailed.

CHEST PAIN HAS MORK 
THAN FIFTY CAUSES 
C 


HEST 
pain 
often 
occasions 
anxiety because of the lear 
that the heart or lungs may 
ae diseased. But no one should 
cross a bridge until he conies to it 
as there are many conditions, non- 
serious in nature, that are capable 
of producing the symptom. To be 
exact. 50 or mote different abnor­ 
malities could be responsible. 
The physician first tries to ascer­ 
tain whether any structure in the 
chest wall is at fault. This includes 
the 
skin, ribs, spine, 
vertebrae, 
nerves, muscles, and blood vessels. 
Should soreness appear on the left 
side, the sufferer may fear cardiac 
trouble. If the chest has been in­ 
jured. a fractured rib or a strained 
muscle will give rise to pain. Heal­ 
ing is alow because movement oc­ 
curs with each breath taken. In this 
respect, it is similar to a cut over a 
knuckle of a finger. 


The nerves which follow along 
the ribs may be irritated by infec­ 
tion or toxic products, resulting in 
intercostal neuralgia. A disturbance 
in the vertebrae, due to arthritis or 
poor posture, sometimes brings on 
twinges 
in 
the 
shoulder 
region 
which shoots around to the front. 
Among other sources are pleurisy 
and muscle soreness after unusual 
exercise or exposure to cold. When 
nervousness is the culprit, distress 
is more likely to be present in the 
left lower chest. At any rate, dis­ 
comfort from such difficulties dif­ 
fers markedly from that of heart 
origin. 
As a rule, when the chest wall is 
affected, the area is tender to the 
touch and, by pressing here and 
there, the foundation of the difficul­ 
ty can be found. Occasionally an 
ii Earned nerve leaves the overlying 
skin red and swollen. This is in 
contrast 
to 
cardiac 
discomfort, 
which lies so deep that the outside 
is not sensitive. Furthermore, the 
activity of the respiratory apparatus 
Is aggravating so that pain is more 
noticeable whenever a deep breath 
Is taken, on lifting a heavy object, 
or on coughing, sneezing, yawning, 
or lying dowm. 


Older individuals, in whom the 
coronary channels 
are 
narrowed 
thru arteriosclerosis, may develop 
heart pain described as a sense of 
heaviness or pressure beneath the 
upper part of the breastbone. Now 
and then aching wifi extend to the 
neck, shoulder, and arm on the left 
side. The manifestation is usually 
brought on by exercise, eating, or 
excitement. It does not last long, 
disappearing after the sufferer be­ 
comes quiet and relaxed. This dis­ 
order is known as “angina pec­ 
toris” 
When tha vessels leading to th* 
pumping organ become obstructed 
<coronary thrombosis), the symp­ 
toms are more severe and persistent. 
The victim may be in extreme 
agony and complains that it feels 
as if the chest were caught in a 
vise. Many turn ashy-white in color 
and go into collapse. If there is any 
doubt about the genesis of chest 
pain. X-rays and electrocardiograms 
can be taken to eliminate the possi­ 
bility of heart disease.

spirits.

R. W. writes: In a case of gonor­ 
rheal arthritis, will the Joint mani­ 
festations disappear after the infec­ 
tion is cleared up?

Not necessarily, as many cases 
develop this complication after the 
original infection has been treated. 
On the other hand, elimination of 
the focus is the first consideration. 


FINGER DISTURBANCES* 
C. L. writes. One of my fingers 
seems to lock at the Joints when I 
bend it. After doing a lot of garden­ 
ing last spring I noticed that my 
knuckles were considerably larger. 
W hat could cause this condition? 
REPLY 
This is purely a diagnostic prob­ 
lem best answered by your physician. 
The locking may indicate a trigger 
finger. Many 
individuals develop 
stiffness or puffiness in the region 
of the joints after overexeition. . ; 
a rule the condition disappears spon­ 
taneously after the parts are rested. 
In others it is the first manifestion 
of arthritis.

June J—Analysis 
of the bill on labor-management re­ 
lations agreed upon bv the joint 
conference committee of the House 
and Senate shows that not only lid 
the House give up the heart of its 
proposals but that the bill passed 
recently by the Senate—generally 
considered a mild measure — has 
been adulterated and weakened. 
Just 
why 
President 
Truman 
should not hesitate to sign such a 
milk-and-water version of labor leg­ 
islation la unexplainable unless he 
merely wants to placate the labor 
union chieftains who do not want to 
see any legislation whatsoever en­ 
acted. 
The sabotage of the Senate bill— 
which certainly cannot be blamed 
on the House conferees—will not 
lose any votes for It in the Senate. 
A presidential veto, if it cornea, will 
be easily over-ridden now in both 
Houses.- 
Corrects Boerne Ab—ta 
The fact remains, however, that 
with the exception of a lew abuses 
that now are corrected, the new 
labor bill is Just as ambiguous, lf 
not more so. than the original Wag­ 
ner Act. and gives the present Na­ 
tional Labor Relations Board tar 
more power over employers than 
ever it had before and some innocu­ 
ous powers over labor unions to 
which any reasonable labor leader 
ought not to object — for these 
clauses are easily circumvented by 
legal devices provided in the new 
bill itself. 
Thus, for example, there has been 
much hullabaloo about outlawing 
the “closed shop.” A certain form 
of “closed shop” has been prohibited 
but another form of “cloaed shop,” 
known as the “union shop.” has 
been given added strength. 
An employer, under the new bill, 
can be compelled by a successful 
strike to sign a contract which 
provides that he must 
fire any 
worker who lias not joined the 
union after 30 days of employment. 
This 30-dav 
provision has 
been 
hailed as restoring the employer’s 
right to hire whom he pleases. But. 
in a separate section of the new 
bill, the unions are granted the 
right to make whatever terms or 
rules of admission to membership 
they please. This means that if 
unions say a man must serve as 
an apprentice for three years or 
measure up to any other tests pre­ 
scribed by the union before he Is 
permitted to join, he can be barred. 
The only requirement is that all 
applicants must be treated alike. 
which is easy to comply with. The 
employer’s right to hire. therefore. 
is subject to ratification after all 
under the “union shop” clause. 
The important provision of the 
Senate bill, moreover, making it 
an “unfair labor practice” to vio­ 


late a collect ive bargaining contract, 
has been omitted from the confer* 
erne bill and. instead, such viola­ 
tions can only be the subject of 
civil suits to get redress. Experience

shows how reluctant employers ara 
to file damage suits because unions 
can stay out on strike until an em­ 
p tie r agrees to withdraw hts suit. 
Tills problem should have bern left 
to toe Labor Board to handle, aa 
the Senate bill provided. 
Term* ( lac*# M e a n in g Ie-.* 
Tile so-called "free speech” cia usa 
in tne conierence bill is meaningless 
and merely confirms the whimsical 
and arbitrary interpretations mada 
by the present Labor Board rn a 
vaiety of cases. The new language 
says it Is not an “unfair labor 
practice” to express an opinion— and 
“express* means not only orally bus 
in writing. There must however im 
no “threat” or “promise of bene­ 
fit.” An employer, now as before, 
cannot discuss his problems freely 
with hie own workers individually 
or in a group without risking a 
lawsuit to find out what is meant by 
“benefit” or "reprisals.” .The present 
Labor Board majority 
must 
Mi 
chuckling at how this was put over 
cm both the Senate and House con­ 
ferees. 
There are a number of provisions 
in the new bill which were not in 
the original Wagner Act. But tha 
key to their significance is in tho 
penalties which are In most instan­ 
ces ineffectve. Even the hue and 
cry about Injunctions vanishes when 
it is apparent that, under tho new 
bill. Injunctions must bo terminated 
in SO days and neither side is re­ 
quired to agree to any proposal or 
concession or arbitration. Tho so­ 
called injunction cia ase for national 
emergencies might act ss a “cooling 
oil" device, but the chances are it 
will operate as did the same type of 
clause In the Smtlh-Connally law — 
merely to postpone by 60 days tho 
effective date of the strike and na­ 
tionwide paralysis of industry. 
Ainee some Republican senators 
have played politics to placate cer­ 
tain elements of the labor vote, pus- 
siblv there will be less cnticism now 
of President Truman for doing tho 
same thing if he vetoes the btu 
Expediency is the watchword of 
tile politic is na nowadays. Expedient v 
has caused abandonment of prin­ 
ciple and has postponed indefinitely 
the showdown in America between 
collectivism in the form of a super- 
government by labor unions and the 
right of the individual to - ork and 
keep his job without being compell­ 
ed to join a labor union. In this res­ 
pect Hie conference bill is the big­ 
gest victory the labor union lobby­ 
ists have won since the Wagner Art 
was passed in 1935. They ought »o 
be very happv.

To Do On Three Major Bills

It is not merely two major bills 
that face President Truman tor 
signature or veto, it is three. The 
two that everybody Is watching—the 
tax bill and the labor bill- are as

For sever­ 
al months Mr. Truman has earnest- 
Iv advocated a lower level of prices. 
Partly because ol his exhortations, 
ami concretely brcaasc of tile bur­ 
den of high prices on the public, 
the country Is in a mood which 
calls strongly for what «*r. Truman 
has urged. The country' wants lower 
prices. 
Another consideration must have 
strong iorcr with 
Mr. 
Truman. 
When he weighs whether to sign 
the wool bill or veto it. he weighs 
more than the price of wool He 
has proclaimed for America a mom­ 
entous policy, it has passed into 
the talk of the world as the “Tru­ 
man doctrine.”

The new’ method, he explained, is 
the u.«« of sodium fluoride mixed 
with dry feed. Steger has obtained 
some of the sodium fluoride and 
prepared a feed mix. three pounds 
of which is sufficient for each hog. 
He stated any boy in the project 
may have enough for his pigs, by 
m erely pacing the cost of the three 
pounds of Teed. 
Ijirg e roundworms, or .ascarids. 
are the most common, largest and 
most injurious parasites of swine, 
Steger explained. 
As a rule, he 
continued, young pigs are the vic- 
tliTLv of the heaviest infe«»tations.

VATICAN C IT Y . June 2. 
Pope Pius X II warned the m ajor 
IMiwers of the workl today that the 
rem aining months of 1947—a year 
that "future getierations w ill either 
bless or curse”—might be their "last 
opi)ortunity'’ to chart an enduring 
peace. 
In his hardest-hitting speech in 
years, 
the 
Pontiff declared 
that 
the world had failed hum iliatingly 
thus far in 1947 to solve its ^t’ar- 
born problems. 
"The wounds caused by the war 
have not yet been healed,” 
the 
slender, 71-year-old Pope said. ‘In ­ 
deed, some of them have rather 
been deepened and inflam ed.”

verdict of history would hinge on 
"events and dlscu.ssions’’ during the 
balance of the year, and urged “ ru­ 
lers of the states not to let slip 
this opportunity.”

4-H Boys* Swine 
Projed Underway 
In Allegany Ce. • 


* New Worming Method 
Will Be Utilized 


With about 50 4-H Club boys In 
Allegany county participating in the 
Allegany County »4-H Club hog- 
rairing project. Joseph M. Steger, 
assistant county farm agent said 
tile planned fall swine show and 
auction looks as if it might 
big­ 
ger and better than expected. 
To, assist the boys in learning 
proper methods of caring for and 
feeding hogs for market, Steger has 
considerable new information avail­ 
able, and will assist any of the 
boys in their hog-fattening prob­ 
lems, as needed. 
Chief among hog-raisers’ prob­ 
lems has been an effective method 
of worming young pigs, Steger said 
yesterday, as he discussed a newly 
developed method, which has proven 
about 90 percent effective, compared 
to former methods only about 70 
percent effective. 
The new method, he explained, is 
the use of sodium fluoride mixed 
with dry feed. Steger has obtained 
some of the sodium fluoride and 
prepared a feed mix, three pounds 
of which is sufficient for each hog. 
He stated any boy in the project 
may have enough for his pigs, by 
merely paying the cost Of the three 
pounds of Teed. 
Large roundworms, or , ascarids, 
are the most common, largest and 
most injurious parasites of swine, 
Steger explained. 
As a rule, he 
continued, young pigs are the vic­ 
tims of the heaviest infestations. 
The clinical condition, known as 
ascariasis is the result of injuries 
by both the adult and larval worms. 
The adults normally live in the 
small intestines of their hosts, and 
there is some risk, in heavy in­ 
festations, in obstruction in the al­ 
imentary tract on account of the 
hulk of the parasites. 
Steger explained that immature 
worms migrate extensively in the 
body, especially through the tissues 
of the lungs and liver, and cause 
damage, some of which is perman­ 
ent. Pneumonia "thumps” and scar­ 
ring of the liver are usual results. 
When pigs become listless, seem 
to look down their noses and their 
snouts look longer than they should. 
and they do not have "snappy curly 
tails,” Steger warned th e boys, "look 
out for worms.** 
Steger said the boys interested in 
the worming method, should not do 
any experimentation, but should 
contact the county farm agent’s 
office, for the proper feed mix and 
proper method of feeding the pigs.

Now, Pope Warns 


VATICAN CITY. June 2. (JPh- 
Pope Pius XII warned the major 
powers of the world today that the 
remaining months of 1947—a year 
that "future generations will either 
bless or curse"—might be their "last 
opportunity** to chart an enduring 
peace. 
In his hardest-hitting speech in 
years, the Pontiff declared that 
the world had failed humiliatingly 
thus tar in 1947 to solve its p a r 
born problems. 
"The wounds caused by the war 
have not yet been healed.” the 
slender. 71-year-old Pope said. ‘I n ­ 
deed, some of them have rather 
been deepened and inflamed.” 
The Pontiff asserted that the 
verdict of history would hinge on 
"events and discussions" during the 
balance of the year, and urged "ru­ 
lers of the states not to let flip 
this opportunity." 
"It may be—Ood forbid—the last 
opportunity,” he added. 
The Pope delivered his 30-minute 
address, which was broadcast by 
the Vatican radio, from his red- 
and-gold private library on the oc­ 
casion of his saint’s day, St Eugene.

J. Ryan, presented an itemized bill 
to the mayor and council placing 
damages to property at the club­ 
rooms at $10050.

In filing the protest. Ryan Mat­ 
ed the club had been inspected by 
Officers Truly and Griffith and 
Chief of Police Benjamin H. Thorn- 
i on the day preceding the raid and 
found only liquor stored in the slot 
machine cabinets which were broken 
open Saturday night ai ll o'clock. 
The attorney said that on Satur­ 
day evening at 9 o’clock Officers 
Truly and Griffith appeared to 
make an inspection and were admit­ 
ted to the dub. However, the stew­ 
ard on duty did not have the key to 
the cabinets and the police left, say­ 
ing that they would return. 
Ryan stated that the only mem­ 
ber of the organisation possessing 
key, Roy Shrlner. immediately 
went to his residence to procure the 
key. Returning to the police station 
8hriner invited the only officers 
present. George Tipping and Char­ 
les Kerr, to inspect the cabinets. 
Upon inspection the two police 
again found only liquor stored. Ryan 
added. 
Later. Ryan said. Officers Truly 
and Griffith returned and using 
a hacksaw and an axe proceeded to 
break into the storage cabinets, 
damaging six bottles of liquor while 
opening them.

Pittman, committeeman of Local No 
448 together with railroad and the 
Brotherhood. 
Cooley claims he was employed by 
the railroad from May ll, 1944, until 
January 4, 1949 ami that he per 
formed the duties of fireman with 
out complaint as to the mariner o 
performing his work from either his 
employer or the labor organisation 
representing the craft. 
The bill of com plaint states that 
since June I, 1943, and under pro­ 
visions of the Railway Labor Act 
the defendant Brotherhood, has 
been and Is now the exclusive bar­ 
gaining agent for that class of B. 
and O. workmen employed as fire­ 
men and in related capacities, and 
aa such, It was and is under a duty 
to represent all members of said 
craft, regardless of whether they 
are member of defendant Brother­ 
hood, fairly, impartially and in 
good faith, and to refrain from 
making discriminations against said 
member of the craft who is not a 
member 
the Brotherhood. 
Notwithstanding their duties un­ 
der the Railway Labor Act. the 
Brotherhood and Local No. 448 vio­ 
lated the purpose, terms and pro­ 
visions of said act by their failure 
to properly represent complainant 
aa required by act for the purpose 
of giving preference to members of 
craft who are members of the 
Brotherhood, the plaintiff charges. 
The bill further charges that the 
Brotherhood and Local No. 448 have 
violated the act in that they have 
pursued toward the plaintiff, who la 
not now a member of the Brother­ 
hood, a policy calculated to limit 
the freedom of association with his 
fellow employes, force him to join 
mid labor organization and put into 
effect upon the defendant railroad 
a virtual closed shop.
